New York, Jan. 17.— The coroner's 
I Inquest to determ ine the responsibil­ 
ity for th© death of 17 persons in the 
New York Central tunnel last » e k 
was begun yesterday. 
Coroner Sehol- 
ler presided. 
District Attorney Jer- 
t ome and attorneys representing the 
various Interests at stake were in at­ 
tendance. 
The district attorney addressed tho 
mem bers of the Jury, saying in part:

W illiam T. Devine, a passenger on 
the New Hor helb tram, testified that 
the train ha t been standing still for 
alo u t a minute before the collision. 
Policem an Fox said he asked Wiskar, 
engineer of the W hite Plains train, 
what had caused the accident and 
W iskar replied: 
"There was a train 
passing and the sm oke and steam 
•hut off the signals .” 
During the afternoon session Joa, 
H. Franklin, manager of the Grand 
Central depot, was on the stand. 
The 
district attorney questioned him. 
He 
admitted that he had received v.any 
com plaints from trainmen regarding 
the signal lights in the tunnel. 
These 
men had called his attention to the 
fact that on foggy days the lights 
could be seen only a short distance. 
"So, especially during the winter 
months in New York." District Attor­ 
ney Jerome asked, "there are many 
days on which the signals In the tun­ 
nel can !>© seen only a short dis­ 
tance?" 
W itness admitteu that this was the 
case. 
On the day of the wreck, how­

the tunnel every day

the train between Spiro and Redland. 
W hile tw o of the seven men covered 
the engineer and fireman with revol­ 
vers others forced a porter who had 
app* ared on the steps of the forward 
coat h to uncouple tao baggage car 
from the rest of the train. 
The bag­ 
gage car uncoupled, lee engineer was 
com pelled to pull up the road a dis­ 
tance of a mile. 
There the robbers 
aft* r disarm ing th© m essenger, went 
through the baggage and mail car. 
Their work finished, one of the rob­ 
bers handed the m essenger the revol­ 
ver taken from him and all made for 
the timber. 
Postoffice officials here 
deny that any registered mail was 
taken, and the express officials say 
that one package containing $3 covers 
their loss. 


W ashington, Jan. 17.—The senate 
yesterday for a brief time had under 
consideration the bill creating a de­ 
partment of com m erce and the discus­ 
sion tended to show that the measure 
will have to be amended in many par­ 
ticulars before it can receive the ap 
provai of the senate. 
Serious objec­ 
tions were raised to the transfer to 
the proposed departm ent of several 
important 
bureaus 
now 
a 
part 
of 
other departm ents of the government. 
It was pointed out that if the bill as 
reported became a law it would create 
the greatest departm ent of the gov­ 
ernment and that the secretary of 
commerce would have more power 
even than the secretary of the treas 
ury. 
Notice 
of 
several 
important 
amendm ents was given. 
A large number on uncontested bills 
and private pension measures were 
passed. 
Senator M itchell of Oregon 
introduced a bill prepared by th© Pa 
ciflc coast senators and represents 
lives, for Chinese exclusion. 
He said 
that the gentlem en w h o prepared it 
agreed to its provisions generally, but 
he reserved the right to offer amend­ 
m ents when the bill was under con­ 
sideration. 
Tho decision arrived at is 
the result of six we ks’ consideration 
of the general subjeet of Chinese ex ­ 
clusion. the purpose !>eing to bring all 
the Pacific coast interests together in 
united support of one measure 
A 
special 
com m ittee with R epresenta­ 
tive Newlands of Nevada 
chairman 
had been going 
over the different 
preparations and .submitted the result 
of its work at the m eeting held y es­ 
terday. 
The bill as presented had a 
clause covering the Chinese com ing 
from the Philppines, but the senti­ 
ment at the m eeting was in favor of 
making the provisions more sweeping. 
The bill as a whole has been framed 
with a view to making it drastic in 
every particular in excluding the Chi­ 
nese.
